TO CHAIR OF DEATH 


Lawyer Convicted of the Murder of Millionaire. 
Never Flinched When -Verdict Was An=: 
- nounceds--Relatives Made a Scene. 


EW YORK, March 26.—Albert T. 


Patrick, lawyer, was this evening 
convicted of the murder on Septem- 
‘ber 28%, 1900, of the aged millionaire re- 
cluse, William M. Rice. 
ors penalty under the statute is death 
the electric chair. 

A scant three hours of deliberation at 
the close of a trial prolonged for nine 
weeks and -Feplete with sensational in- 
terest, sufficed to enable the jury to 
reach their verdict. The issue of the trial 
establishes the charge that Patrick con- 
spired with Mr. Rice’s valet, Charles F. 
Jones, to obtain Possession of the aged 
Texan’s estate, estimated at $7,000,000, 
and that Jones killed his employer by 
the administration of chloroform at the 
direct instigation of Patrick. 

At the close of Recorder Goff’s charge, 
which ocupied the morning session of the 
court, the jury retired. This was at 1:50 
P. m. At 546 they notified the officer in 
charge that they were ready to return to 
court, pather more than an hour of the 
intervening time having been devoted to 
luncheon. 


All Women Ordered Out. 
In anticipation of a scene of excitement 
in the event of a verdict of guilty the 


unusual step was taken of ordering all 
women to leave the court room. Among 
them were the prisoner’s two sisters and 
Mrs. Francis, with whom he boarded. 

With grave faces the members of the 
jury filed into their places and some 
minutes of painfu] tension elapsed while 
messengers were endeavoring to find the 
counsel, who had departed, not expecting 
@ verdict for many hours. 

Calm as ever and with confidence 
seemingly unshaken the prisoner was es- 
corted into the court room. He walked 
rapidly and took his stand facing the jury 
‘with head erect and hands loosely 
clasped behind his back. 

At the word ‘‘guilty,”’ pronounced by 
Foreman Machell in alow tone, but 
distinct enough to be heard throughout 
the court, not the slightest change pass- 
ed over Patrick's face, and he remained 
standing in an almost listless attitude 
while the customary poll of the jury 
was being taken. His aged father, Cap- 
tain Patrick, sitting near him, and strain- 
ing to catch the statement of the fore- 
man, started for an instant, as its 


import reached him, and.then sat calm- 
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ly awaiting the further proceedings. 
A Smile of Triumph. . 

A smile of triumph lit up the face of 
of Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
who hastened from the court immedgate- 
ly after Recorder Goff-had, at the re- 
‘quest of the prisoner’s counsel, fixed on 
a@ week from Monday as the day on which 
to pronounce sentence. x 

The verdict was knowr almost imme- 
diately in the corridor, where the women 
relatives and friends of the prisoner were 
waking, and a scene of excitement en- 
sued. 

Screaming hysterically the prisoner’s 
eldest sister ran about the corridor, beg- 
ging to be ullowed to see her brother. 

Mrs. Francis fainted and on recovering 
broke from the attendants and rushed 


finto the court room, from which Pat- 


rick had just been removed. There she 
again swooned. 

Both women were removed to an ante- 
room and were sent home in a car- 
riage. 

Captain Patrick, after taking leave of 
his son, who was then led back to the 
Tombs, would only say: 

“It is hard. - We'll have to try again.”’ 

None of the ‘jurors would be induced 
to reveal how the verdict had been 
reached, an agreement having been made 
to tell nething. 

A motion wiN be made for a néw 
trial when the prisoner is arraigned*for 
sentence,

Moses Schwartge Is Arrested A 


GOT $109,000 FROM BANK 


He Victimized the Seventh National 
of New York by Using Worth- 
less Notes. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 26.—Moses 
Schwartze, who is wanted in New York 
for forgeries on the Seventh national 
bank aggregating $100,000, was arrested 
here today by Detective Sergeant Mc- 
Naught, ot New York, and Detective Gey- 
er, of this city. Schwartze was arraigned 
for a hearing this afternoon and was held 
to await requisition papers from New 
York. 

R. W. wsones, vice president of the 
Seventh national bank, of New York, 
made a statement in which. he said 
Schrwartze, as manager of the Manhattan 
Mercantile Company, 35 South William 
street, New York, had an account with 
his bank. The Manhattan Mercantile 
Company failed last summer, a short 
time previous to the failure of the Sev- 
enth national bank. 

While he was a depositor Schwartze, 
it is alleged, secured loans amounting 
to about $100,000 on worthless notes. | 
When the fraudulent character of the 
notes was discovered Schwartze had dis- 
appeared, leaving his family in New York. 
His wife was subsequently shadowed 
and Schwartze was located on South Six- 
teenth street, this city. He had been 
here six weeks.

J, Pierpont Morgan Refused To 
Testify Until Photographers 
Were Removed 


HE CALLS $10;000000 
ONLY A TRFLING SUM 


Answereu Most Questions Put to Him 
Regarding the Northern Pa- 
cific Deal—So Amused at 
Times, He Barely Con- 
trolled Himself. 


New York, March 26.—J. Pierpont Mor- 
fan gave evidence today before Special 
Examiner Mabey, in the suit of Peter 
Power against the Northern Pacific Rail-- 
way Company. He was ‘questioned for 
two hours and a half by George Alfred 
Lamb, of counsl for’Powers, and during 
that time he answered questions ‘rapidly 
and without the slightest appearance of 
reserve. Only once or twice when ques- 
tions were asked concerning the rela- 
tionship of J. P. Morgan & Co. with the 
firm’s customers did he decline to an- 
swer. 


Before the hearing was opened Mr. 
Morgan ‘objected to the presence of a 
number of photographers and they were 
directed to leave the room. 

During the examination Mr. Morgan 
leaned back heavily in his chair, his left 
hand thrust from time to time deeply in 
his trousers pocket. He toyed with an 
envelope impatiently, now knocking it 
against his knee, now against the table on 
which his right arm rested. His eyes 
expressed impatience. They roamed about 
in extreme restlessness while questions 
were being put to him, but the moment 
he. was ready to answer they fixed them- 
selves on Mr. Lamb. 

Several times during the hearing the 
financier seemed - amused. Once Mr. 
Lamb asked if the price of Northern Pa- 
cific did not go above its real value while 
his firm was buying it in May,. 1901., 
“No,” said Mr. Morgan, : 
he had to:stop to rontro!l himself before 
he answered. “It did when they .came 
to deliver the stock, but not when they 
actually bought.”’ ‘ 

At another point the witness was asked 
if Mr. Hill had not told him that there 
was'real danger that the Harriman syf- 
dicate would buy the Burlington. 

“No,”’ replied he, “but such a thing 
was only to be expected. The papers 
had much in ‘them about railroad inter- 
ests buying roads. I believe that within 
a few days we bought every railroad in 
the ‘I!nited States,’’ and Mr. Morgan 
laughed. 

Dodged the Photographers. 

After his examination had been finished 
Mr. Morgan was conducted through sey- 
eral hallways to Judge Wallace’s private 
chambers whence 'he made his way out 
of the building. All this was necessary 
to get away from a number of photo- 
graphers who were waiting in one of the 
hallways to take the financfer’s picture 
as he left the examination ‘room. 

Concerning the Burlington purchase, Mr. 
Morgan said he had made up his mind 
that Northern Pacific ought to ‘have an 
eastern terminal in Chicago. 

‘‘T wanted the St. Paul,’’ said Mr. Mor- 
gan, “and Hill 'wanted the Burlington 
and finally the Burlington was selected. 
It was the chief desire of Mr. Hill that 
the great Northern should have ‘a ter- 
minal in Chicago. I desired the same for 
the Northern Pacific. There was nothing 
secret about the operations. Mr. Hill 
made the ‘negotiations. The price of $200 
a share for the Burlington stock was de- 
manded by the Burlington directors and 
I told Mr. Hill by all means'to take it.”

Mr. Morgan further explained that af- 
ter the experience of May 9 he became 
more strongly imbued with the idea of 
forming a holding company for the North- 
ern Pacific stock. 

“This was what‘ occurred to gie,”’ said 
Mr. Morgan. “I might die or th® firm of 
5. P. Morgan & Co. might be dissolved, 
and in such an event I wanted the North- 
ern Pacific stock to be in safe hands so 
that the stockholders might not suffer. I 
did not care who went into the company 
as long as’the Northern Pacific interests 
were safe, as they would be, if I held a 
majority of the stock.”’ 

Ten Millions Small Matter. 

Mr. Morgan later testified tnat he had 
made a large sale of Northern Pacific 
stock to J. J. Hill. 

‘How much was it?’ asked Mr. Lamb. 

‘ can’t remember,” replied Mr. Morgan. 

‘‘Somebody has testified here that it was 
ten million dollars’ worth,” said Mr. 
Lamb. 

“Well, that may be.’ 

“This seems a rather large transaction.

You can say 
for me that his statements as contained 
in this cablegram are lies.’’ 


Friends Work for Rathbone. 

As General Wood's language indicates, 
he was highly indignant at the allega- 
tions made by Rathbone. They indicate, 
however, the line on which Rathbone’s 
friends will act in their endeavor to get 
him out of his present plight. He has 
some very powerful friends among Ohio 
politicians and these men pretend that 
they are greatly surprised at Rathbone’s 
ecnviction. : 

If the court to .which the case is taken 
in appeal does not decide in Rathbone’s 
favor, it is understood these friends will 
make an effort to have him brought to 
this country for trial and that they will 
claim, as Rathbone does, that the influ- 
ence of the American military govern- 
ment in Cuba’ was used against the de- 
fendant. These men admit that Neely 
and Reeves are guilty, but say it is un- 
derstood that Reeves will be pardoned 
for having turned state's evidence.

Washington, March 2.—General debate 
on the military appropriation was oon- 
cluded nithe house today and considera- 
tion of the bill under the five-minute rule 
began.

Cape Town, March 26—Cecil Rhodes died 
peacefully at 5:57 this evening. He slept 
during the morning and again in the af- 
ternoon, but his breathing became more 
difficult and his strength perceptibly 
diminished until he passed away. 

At 5:50 Mr. Rhodes murmured a few 
words and sank back exhausted. The 
cause of his death was heart failure.

His once finely chiseled face 
had b2:ome bloated and his always huge 
frame filled cut until he became so stout 
as to make walking a matter of diffi- 
culty He was frequently attacked with 
severe heart treubles, during which he 
exhibited the stoicism which marked his 
extraordinary career. 

Nor did he allow his bodily ailment to 
interfere with business. Up to the last, 
Mr. Rhodes kept a firm grip on all those 
vast South African interests created and 
controlled by him. Lately he was more 
irritable and more dictatorial, but there 
was no outward change in his method of 
handlirg men, millions and empires. 

Soured Toward the End. 

Toward the social side of life, how- 
ever, he soured visibly. Once his day’s 
work at the offices of the British Char- 
tered South African Company was over 
he shut himself up from the curious in 
an unfreavented Londor hotel, where he 
utterly denied himself to all except half 
a dozen favored intimatcs. Dr. Jameson 
was his constant companion. Indeed, 
none of Dr. Jameson's indiscretions ever 
affected the warm ftriendship existing be- 
tween the two men. 

More especially did Mr. Phodes shun 
the present government leaders. He bit- 
terly expressed tis cortempt of British 
army methods in South Africa and paob- 
ably never quite forgave Mr. Chamber- 
lain andi ILe«rd Milner for not consulting 
him or endeavoring to utilize the power- 
ful finincial political machine which Mr. 
Rhodes urdoubtedly manipulated over 
the whole of South Africa. With increas- 
ing irascibility, which he did not hesi- 
tate to vent on duke or plebian whv 
clossed his path, he grew more and 
more restless as the end of his life drew 
near. He was never contented to stay 
long in one place. 


Careless About Money. 

Financial matters he did not inquire 
into. All his enterprises were systema- 
tized and so thoroughly as not to need 
the master mind which was so necessary 
to their inception. 

Cwing to the very great success of the 
De Beers mines, the British Chartered 
South African Company and other South 
African ventures Mr. Rhodes’ fortune has 
been steadily accumuleting. He lost 
money over the war, but what inroads 
that made must have been trifling com- 
pared with the many millions he pos- 
sessed. He never lest his open handed, 
but somewhat reckless methods of hand- 
ling money. Not long ago he walked into 
the cffice of one of his confidential sub- 
ordinates and threw dcwn a bundle of 
notes, bonds, etc., seying: 

‘“‘Invest these for me,’’ and he went out 
withcut waiting to have them looked at. 
They amounted to more than a million 
pounds sterling. How they were invested 
Mr. Rhodes never Knew, nor cared, for

tails of the investment of his millions un- 
til he returned to England. 


RHODES IS LIKENED 
TO DRAKE AND CLIVE 

New York, March 26.—Earl Grey, before 
sciling for England, gave ar. interview 
ccncerning Cecil Rhodes, the ear] having 
received cablegrams from South Africa, 
which led him to believe that Mr. Rhedes 
had but a few days to live. Lord Grey 
knew the famovs South African leader in- 
timately, having served with him on the 
tward of the British South African Com- 
peny, ard the intimecy grew when the 
earl was governor of Rhodcsia. Lord 
Grey said: 

“Cecil Rhodes is the only exemplar. 
rcrhaps, in our generation cf those ideal- 
ists who, in the days of Elizabethan ad- 
venture, made the Anglo-Saxon the pre- 
deminant partner in the world’s firm. I 
reed not call up their names and titles. 

* ‘Admirals all, they went their way 
To the cottage urdtr the hill.’ 
“They were all after their kind, both 
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the admiration and the terror of their 
contemporaries, and I believe that with 
all of them, from Drake to Robert C:ive. 
terror rather than admiration, was the 
keynote they struck. The conservative 
forces are those which naturally are in 
contrel of governments. 

“We never know what he wil] do 
next,’ said qa friend to me of Rhodes. 
Eemething big, some great development 
that might involve rerhaps a change in 
the very constitugion of our empire, and 
so the greatest ishman of our day 
has com2 to be looked upon, and not by 
the British madafjw enly, ‘with somewhat 
mixed feelings. 


Rhodes Admired United States. 
“One thing I- shou'd like especially to 
oint out. He had pever' failing confi- 

denc2 in the growth cf the federal prin- 
cip.e of government. He admired th, 
American nation enormously,’ but for this 
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OOM PAUL KRUGER, 
Whose Sway in the Transvaal Was 
Hateful to Rhodes. 
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strange and detached reascn—he believed 
you owed your prodigious orderly de- 
veiopmernt to the splendid construction 
of your constitution. I personally have 
always opposed home rule. Rhol su, how- 
ever, never wearied cf assuring me that 
in this direction alone was safety, that 
the Irish were building better than they 
at all knew; that their demand was on all 
fours with the American state’s right 
Elatform and that in the very rapidity of 
the proposed change was our best promise 
ot safety. He gave, you may recall, £16,- 
00s. tc Mr. Parnell. This gift was a rock 
or Offense to the best whig element in 
our country. but Rhodes believéd with Sir 
Hercvles Robinsor. that Ireland would 
make one or two orderly states of a fed- 
éral, union; he saw that the federation 
of Conada had been agreeably arranged 
and that a race problem had been solved; 
that the time of Australian federation was 
new at hand; that a peaceful (as. he 
thought) federation of South Africa was 
inevitable, and that with certain modifi- 
catiors in our second chamber, so that 
dt might evolve as an imperial senate, the 
federation of these various components 
intc an imperial union would be secured 

and in our time.” 


Famous Jameson Raid. 


Earl Grey then turned the conversation 
io the amore vuapenen raid, calling it 
e “unhappy raid whi 
friend's bricht light” ch obscured my 
“But let us be fair to him,” continued 
Lord Gray. “Rhodes was premier = 
Cape Colony; he knew that Kruger would 
fight ‘to the death any federation of 
South Africa under our flag. He knew 
that either South Africa must come 
under the Dutch flag or the English flag, 
or that the alternative was the ‘national 
System,’ or rather the welter and chaos 
you see in South Africa today. If the 
Transvaal arming. to the teeth continued 
this ‘condition of preparation, then also 
every man-in our colony of Natal must 
similarly. arm. It #s no longer possible 
that a chess board of. little armed ‘na- 
tions’ can'be permitted: they menace the 
peace and orderly progress of the entire 
world. Rhodes saw this: he saw that 
‘independence’ on the Kruger plan was 
incompatible with individual freedom; 
that ‘it involved all round militarism. 
“Then, again. he had great financial in- 
terests in the Transvaal; these gave him 
the moral right to effect a revolution if 
he could. Here’'was a so-called republic 
refusing to a maiority of its community 
the franchise while levying taxes at the 
rate of $ per capita per annum, and 
turning ‘two-thirds of this misgotten 
revenue into munitions of war. My friend 
hoped by an effective coup d’etat to de- 
stroy at a blow Krugerism and to secure 
for the ‘Transvaal equal rights for all 
white men. He failed; the raid failed; 
Dr. Jameson ‘upset my apple cart,’ as 
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| Rhodes phrased it: and the abortive raid 


nresented Rhodes himself :to all mankind 
in a false light.” 
World Poorer for His Death. 

Passing to th@ exnected death of his 
friend, ‘Lord Grey said: 

“The world will be noorer: no one will 
dream such dreams and try to draw them 
on a map: no one living. perhans. ‘will 
trv as he would have tried to federate 
our empire on the American system. 
Roseberv, yes, he'will try: we will, many 
of us, try and we will succeed. Others 
ean carry on his work. I am happy that 
T went to Washireton, where these 
things look alone fully accomplished. 
Such men as your rresident. Senator 
Hoar and others I could name give those 
who came near them much encourage- 
ment. ’ 

“A great genius eres out with Rhodes; 
though his work will go forward in some 
wavs more smoothiv perhans, because 
he had inevitably aroused great antae- 
anisms: hut we shall not see his like 
again and his passage will. for me and 
many ethers, take much color from our 
lives. Other nations, he once Faid_ to 
me, will nursze his nlace. byt the two 
ereat Enegliah-cnroelrire nations standing 
torether can eninin it.” 

Tard Grev concluded: 

“Whenthis will ‘s read it will be known 
with what intention Rhedes, who never 
wasted a: precious moment on pleasure 
or self indulgence, had collected a great 


modern fortune.’’ ‘ 


BRITISH EMPIRE POORER 
BY DEATH OF RHODES 


London. March 27.—In estimating the 
career of Cecil Rhodes and its effects 
on the history of the British empire, 
newspaper editors are largely influenced 
by their political views. But the opin- 
ion is unanimous in the press here that, 
in spite of the defects and the limita- 
tions of his forceful character, few men 
‘ave more profoundly impressed the 
imagination of their contemporaries, or 
played a larger part in the world’s af- 
fairs than Cecil Rhodes and that the 
empire is poorer because of his death.

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MIGHTY POL 
TO STEEL TRUST 


New Jersey Solons Pass Law 
To Suit the Combine 


Senator Hudspeth Says That the 
Jersey Legislature Is Entirely 
Too Willing to Enact Laws 
To Accommodate the 
Great Combines. 


Trenton, N. J., March 26.—All of the 
morning session of the senate and prac- 
tically all of the afternoon session of that 
body was taken up with a discussion of 


in the bill being recalled from the house 
and materially changed by the senate. 
The amendments are practically those 
that the promoters of the bill had agreed 
should be inserted in the bill by the house 
committee on corporations. 

In the senate this morning Senator 
Hudspeth moved to have the bill re- 
called from the kouse. Senator John- 
son was in the chair and when the nec- 
essary eleven votes for Senator Hud- 
speth’s motiagn had been obtained, Dut 
before the result of the voting was an- 
nounced, Senator McCalmer moved to ad- 
journ. Senator Hudspeth raised a point 
of order that the roll call was in prog- 
ress and that a motion to adjourn was 
not in order. He was -overruled, and 
the senate was adjourried on a viva 
voce vote. 

At the afternoon session President 
Francis resumed the chair and Mr. Hud- 
speth demanded an announcement of the 
result of the vote on his resolution at the 
morning session. Senator Johnson's rul- 
ing had created such a feeling that the 
friends of the bill thought that it best 
not to oppose Senator Hudspeth’s resolu- 
tion any further, and Senators McCarter 
and Reed changed their votes and agreed 
to the recall of the resolutions from the 
house. 

Three amendments were offered by 
Senator McCarter. They provided that 
the change of preferred stock of corpor- 
ations into bonds should only be done 
with the consent of two-thirds in inter- 
est of each class of stockholders, both 
common and preferred, who should be 
present in person or by proxy at a prop- 
erly called meeting; that the change 
from preferred stock to bonds can only 
be made in cases where the preferred 
stock has paid dividends for at least one 
year; and that the change could be made 
only in those cases where the companies’ 
assets equal the amount of preferred 
stock issued and outstanding. 

These amendments were all agreed to 
and the bill was ordered to. third read- 
ing. Senator Hudspeth charged that the 
bill as it was originally drawn would wipe 
out provisions in existing corporation laws 
which was designed to protect stockhold- 
ers. The proposition of the steel trust 
to substitute bonds for its preferred 
stock he considered detrimental to the 
holders of the common stock. It would 
add, he said, $250,000 to the bonded in- 
debtedness of the company and should 
these bonds be foreclosed at any time the 
common stock’ would be entirely wiped 
out. 

Mr. Hudspeth criticised the manner in 
which the New Jersey legislature was 
willing to pass laws to accommodate 
trusts which were not satisfied with the 
New Jersey corporation laws as they 
found them. 

Senator Reed said the substitution of 5 
per cent bonds for 7 per cent preferred 
stock would lessen the fixed charges of 
the company, and that instead of the 
common stock holders being injured they 
would be benefited. 


USE OF MONEY AT THE POLLS 


Congressman Pou, of North Carolina

Washington, March 26.—Representative 
Pou, of North Carolina, today introduced 
resolutions reciting reports that large 
sums of money have been used by party 
organizations for the purpose of purchas- 
ing votes and influencing elections and 
directing that the speaker appoint a se- 
lect committee of thirteen members to in- 
quire whether the party organs used 
‘money in attempting to elect candidates 
in 1896, 1898 or 1900. 


DEMOCRATS ARE NOT NEEDED 


In Order to Report a Bill for Reci- 
procity With Cuba. 

Washington, March 26.—As a result of 
numerous conferences today among re- 
publican leaders of the house the advo- 
eates of the Cuban reciprocity became 
confident that the measure could be “re- 
rorted from the ways and means commit- 
tee without reliance on democratic votes. 
This was a reversal of conditions . sup- 
pesed to exist earlier when the friends of 
Cuban reciprocity were said to be one 
vote short of the necessary number to re- 
sist amendments and to report the bill. 
In view of the changed conditions Chair- 
ran Payne has under consideration the 
advisability of calling a special meeting 
of the ways and means committee the 
latter part of this week to pags on the 
Cuban bill. 


LEPRODSY DUE TO SALT FISH 


That Is the Conclusion of an English 
Surgeon. 

London, March 26.—Jonathan Hutchin- 
son, formerly president of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgery, who recently returned 
to England after studying the cause of 
leprosy in South Africa, has arrived at 
the conclusion that the primary cause 
of the disease is the use, as food, of 
badly cured salt fish, which is sent in- 
land from Cape Town and elsewhere on 
the west and south coasts and is largely 
consumed by the farmers and in the in- 
dustrial centers. 

Wihile giving this as the chief cause of 
the diffusion of leprosy, Dr. Hutchinson 
obtained conclusive evidence that lep- 
rosy, in very exceptional circumstances, 
may be communicated from person to 
person. He does not believe that it is 
either infectious or contagious, in the 
proper sense of these words, but may be 
communicated by eating food contaminat- 
ed by lepers hands.

The injunction restrains the defendants 
from attacking thé cars of ‘thé com- 
pany, or its employees thereof, of hurling 
missiles or other objects into it or in’ 
any manner whatsoever interfering with. 
the same and also from interfering with 
the wires, road bed, posts or railway and 
finally from doing any act whatever in 
furtherance of any conspiracy or combi- 
ration to injure the cars, railroad or other 
property of the company. 

The injunction takes effect after the 
service upon the defendants of the writ 
and upon al] other persors not named 
from and after the time when they shall 
severally have knowledge of the existence 
of the injunction. 

Th two committees ‘from the labor 
unions with authority to settle the strike 
called on the street railway officials to- 
Cay and asked for concessions. There 
were refused, the company declining to 
tieat with the men as a body. 

The Car Men’s Union met tonight and 
discussed the matter, but did not take 
any action on the question. When askeé 
after the meeting what would be done 
one of the labor leaders replied: 

“What can we do?” 

The matter is still unsettled and re- 
mains in practically the same condition 
as formerly.

Man Swallows Laudanum, 
Then Turns on Gas in 
Savannah Hotel. 


INVESTIGATION MADE 
WHEN ODOR’S DETECTED 


Qfegro Porter Sticks Lighted Match 
| h the wransom and Ex- 
plosion Follows That In- 
jures Him and Creates 
Excitement. 


@avannah, Ga. March 26.—(Special.)— 
Graver results than usually follow the 
guccessful attempt of a despondent to 
commit suicide were the sequence of 
the passing of young Willie D. Hankin- 
gon, of Ellenton, 8S. C., at the Screven 
house tonight. An explosion of gas oc- 
curred and wrecked two rooms of the 
thotel, completely broke glass and win- 
flows of many other rooms, severely cut 
and burned a colored porter and singed 
the hair from the head of a bell boy. 


Consternation reigned supreme among the ,; 


guests of the hotel. 

Hankinson was a painter, who came to 
Gavannah about a year ago. He suffered 
from some physical disorder that left 
him incapacitated for any heavy work. 
His condition so preyed upon his mind 
that he determined to end his life. 

Sunday he informed those where’ he 
resided that he expected to take his life 
and their efforts to turn him from that 
purpose were without avail. They pre- 
vailed for the time, but he adhered 
to his determination. 

At 6 o’clock this evening he went to the 
Screven house and secured a room A 
little later hé rang for a messenger boy, 
whom he sent to a drug store to secure 
an ounce of laudanum. The boy ob- 
tained the drug and delivered it to Han- 
kinson, who went to his room. He then 
drank the laudanum, but evidently not 
willing to depend solely upon the lau- 
danum as the agency for his taking- 
off he unscrewed the gas jet from the 
pipe, leaving a great vent, through which 
the gas poured into the room. The 
young man then lay down upon the bed to 
await the end. 

How the Explosion Occurred. 

A few minutes after 7 o'clock a col- 
ored porter smelled gas. It seemed to 
be issuing from Hankinson’s room. The 
porter secured others, and then three, 
john Harris, Walter King and James 
Gridiron, went to the room. 

Haris tried the door, but it would not 
yield. He pushed a table against the 
door, and climbed up to peer through the 
transom. He could see nothing, but smeil- 
ed the gas issuing from fhe room. 
Striking a match he thrust it into the 
room to see what he could discover. In- 
stantly the explosion followea. 

With a loud report that set the people 
in the street to running, sent guests 
pouring from the hotel, caused an alarm 
of fire to be turned in, and did great 
damage in the hotel, the gas ignited. 

Harris was badly cut and burned, Grid- 

jron had his head singed, two rooms 
were wrecked and the hotel was strained 
dn its every part. - 
“ When the firemen reached the scene 
burning gas was pouring from the pipe, 
through the opening that Hankinson, ly- 
ing dead wpon the Led, had left. It was 
extinguished and after a time the ex- 
citement subsided. 

Letters were found on Hankinson’s 
body addressed to his mother explaining 
the motives for the act.

‘Tre Mobbing of Miles. 

It seems to be fairly-up to General 
Miles to ask of himself in th2 patois 
of Hon. Web Flannagan: “What am I 
here for?” He has. again offended 
against the ideas of proper discipline 
that have vogue in the white house) 
and the war department, and it is 
given out cold and clammy that an 
order is to issue in the words of the 
bloody duke of Gloster: “Off with his 
head! So much for Miles!” 

We do not know the exact p’s and 
q’s of disciplinary etiquette that is be- 
coming in a lieutenant general who 
occupies the posiuon of commander 
of the United States army. They seem 
to be so finely drawn that plain, blunt 
soldiers might easily blunder into and 
break such delicate official bric-a-brac. 
And the salvation of our army as a 
subservient and obedient mechanism 
may be fearfully endangered by a com-: 
mander who has sincere convictions 
concerning the service and the cour- 
age to express them when called to 
testify under oath before a committee 


of the United States senate. 


But we do not have to be experts in 
that phase of etiquette to feel sure 


_that the laws and traditions that have 


governed the army heretofore do not 
demand that the commander of it 
should be only the orderly of the law- 
yer, doctor, or high-class clerk who 
happens for the time being to hold the 
portfolio of secretary of war, for a 
man of Root’s abili:cy wii not always 
be at the head of the war department. 
We are told that it is desirable that 
somebody in the department—some 
board of strategy, some general staff 
caucus, or some mixed commission of 
civilians and capital carpet-knights—. 
should be supreme in doing the think- 
ing part in the drama and the com- 
mander should then carry out the re4 
sults of those rococo ratiocinations! 
We do not believe that either congress 
or the people ever contemplated such 
an organization of the army, or will 
consent to its reduction to that ridic- 
ulous condition. 

Miles may not be an absolute ne- 
cessity tc the army. The president 
might immolate him for special and 
personal reasons and cause no more 
than a pupiic regret that he had so 


_prejudicially used his prerogative as 


commander in chief. But certainly, 
and Miles or no Miles in the case, the 
army does not need that general staff 
circumlocution circus that is contem- 
plated by the proposed reorganization 
bill. Fortunately, Dewey cut the cable 
between himself and the naval board 
of strategy. Unfortunatcly, the cable 
worked to the West Indian field of 
action and we have had the Sampson- 
Schley scandal as a consequence. 

We need no. more of such possibil- 
ties. Let the enemies of Miles mob 
im if they will, but let congress as- 
prt its power over the army and see 
‘o it that no room for scandals, in- 
justices and favoritisms is left open 
in its future conduct.

ures of ‘peace ‘and prosperity, their af- 


and systematized after 
i models, and their interests 


anism almost perfect for their pur3 
poses. é 

. The question that naturally arises 
with most Americans is whether the 
Cubans will be able to manage their 
government successfully. The Cuban 
leaders. believe they can take up af- 
fairs where the Americans leave off 
and go ahead in a fashion that will 
be eminently satisfactory to their own 
pecple. The Cubans, however, are not 
Americans. They are of the Latin, 
race and ingrained with the traditions 
and sentiments of their antecedents. 
The government that will please them 
may not be such as would please an 
American state. Therefore we cannot 
judge their proceedings and prefer- 
ences by our own standards. 

President Pdima has lived long in 
ue United States and is a man off 
wisdom and conservatism. ‘If he can 
he will assemble about him men of 
safe characters and honest purposes. 
They will not be jingogs, but patriots. 
If they are properly supported they 
will do all in their power to make 
Cuba a stable, independent and pros- 
perous country, and to cultivate the 
most amicable relations with the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

And yet taere is a logic of events 
that foreshadow the future of Cuba. 
It points to an early conviction among 
its | ers and people that independ- 
ence as a nation is overtoilsome and 
costly. They wiil learn the truth that 
their surest safety, their best inde- 
pendence and largest prosperity are to 
be found only in annexation to this 
great republic. 


Thread Millis for the South. 

Elsewhere on this page will be 
found an article reproduced from The 
Cotton Trade Journal, of Savannah, 
calling attention to the handsome 
prospective dividends to be realized 
from the operation of cotton thread 
mills in this section. 

Most of the long staple cotton used 
in the manufacture of thread comes 
from the states of Georgia, Florida 
and South Carolina. According to the 
figures for 1899-1900 Georgia produced 
60,888 bales, Florida 29,607 bales and 
South Caroline 7,483 bales; yet not 
one single spool of thread was made 
in either of the states named. Most 
of the product was shipped to New, 
England, where it was manufactured 
into thread and then shipped back 
into this section to be used by us.! 
Immense profits are being realized 
every year from the manufacture of 
cotton thread, despite the fact that 
the mills are located hundreds of miles 
from the fields where the cotton iq 
grown; and ic stands to reason that if 
large profits can be realized under 
such -circumstances that the manu- 
facture can be carried on to much bet- 
ter advantage in the midst of the sec- 
tion where the cotton can be obtained 
directly from the fields without the 
added ccst of transportation and ths 
wear and tear of hauling, and where 
cheaper labor can be employed at 
longer hours. One great argument 
which cotton manufacturers have used 
against locating mills for the mannu- 
facture of other kinds of cotton goods 
in the south is that the labor is not 
as skilled or intelligent as the labor 
to be secured in New England, but this 
argument is obsolete and worn out. 
Textile schools have been established 
in this section which are yearly turn- 
ing out trained men to take charge of 
factories, and in consequence of this 
supply of skilled workmen the number 
of factories in this section is con- 
stantly increasing. 

To all who may be interested in the 
subject we commend the perusal of 
the article reproduced from The Cot- 
ton Trade Journal. 
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Peace in South Africa. 

The conference in Pretoria between 
Lord Kitchener and President Schalk- 
burger, of the Orange Free State, is 
looked to as a symptom of signifi- 
cance. It is hoped*that between them 
there can be formulated a basis for 
peace in South Africa between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal republics. 

It is certain that however individ- 
ual men or great powers may have 
felt, in the beginning of the struggle 
in that regicn, most of them have long 
since given over partisan prejudice 
for one or the other of the contestants 
and are now anxious to see peace be- 
tween them. The war is going for- 
ward in a fashion that pains the hu- 
mane and produces a sickish feeling 
in those who are the devotees of Chris- 
tian forms of civilization. 

But the time has come in the view 
of enlightened opservers when both 
sides should consider the question of 
peace. The British have shown suf- 
ficiently their convictions that they 
have a proper casus belli and the 
courage to devote men and money to 
the enterprise of conquering and sub- 
jecting the Boers. The Boegs, on the 
other hand, have equally and signally 
demonstrated that they believe their 
cause is just and that they are willing 
to be annihilated in detail rather than 
surrender their right to their freedom. 
Uniess humanity can command a 
peace between such contestants the 
horrid process of battle and blood 
must go on until defeat of the direst 
sort ends the orgy. 

None of the great powers has yet 
felt that it eould properly, following 
international comity and neutrality 
obligations, intervene in the matter. 
Least of all has it appeared to the ad- 
ministrators of our government that 
the United States could do more than 
it has done in/expressing its hope 
that peace may speedily ensue be- 
tween the warring peoples. 

But still @ vast majority of the peo-

J ple of civilization are coming to jock 
‘ 


horror and to voice freely the opinion; 
that England might win a nobler vic- 
tory than the obliteration of the Boers 
by agreeing to some plan of peace 
whereby the British heart might unite 
with the Boer faith and the hands of 
both labor in concert to build up the 
South African republics into friendly 
states and grateful allies. 
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- White Primaries in Alabama. 

Now that the new constitution has 
been adopted in Alabama and the reg- 
istration of qualified voters under it is 
nearly completed, a demand is being 
made that hereafter all state nomina- 
tions shall be made through the agen- 
cy of primary elections confined to 
white democratic voters. 

It is beheved-taat by the suggested 
method a perfectly fair and reasonable 
method will obtain for settling al? par- 
ty disputes and securing final party 
harmony in all regular elections. The 
friends of the new constitution favor 
such primaries and it is believed that 
those who have heretofore opposed it 
will also agree to the plan. It is reas 
sonably argued that only those will 
oppose it who are disposed to usd@ 
the negro vote in doubtful counties 
and districts to defeat democratic men 
and measures. x 

In the south these white primaries 
are being adopted more widely every 
year and work well in securing the 
supremacy of good men and good pol- 
icies in complete harmony with the 
populer desires of the white, govern- 
ing people. They are so thoroughly 
approved in Georgia that no one is 
heard asking a return to the old sys- 
tem of conventions and independent 
contests. 

The system is taking hold also in 
the north. Massachusetts is now leg- 
islating in favor of primaries controll- 
ed in like fashion as regular elections. 
A few days ago in St. Paul, under the 
new Minnesota law, a municipal pri- 
mary was held. Both parties voted in 
the same booths, but the voters of 
each used a separate party ticket. 
There were six candidates for the re- 
publican nomination for mayor and 
two for the democratic nomination. 
Over 18,000 votes were cast bv the 
voters of the two parvies and the re- 
sults obtained were accepted as satis- 
factory by all concerned. The St. 
Paul newspapers, democratic and re- 
publican, thoroughly approve the 
workings of the law and the people 
were pleased with the method. 

Apparently it will pot be many years 
before the primary mode of making 
party nominations will be adopted al- 
most universally in this country. Ala- 
bama cannot make any mistake, we 
think, by adopting it and thus securing 
a surety that the intelligent, capable 
and patriotic majority of her people 
will always rule her affairs.

The tendency to jocate mills near the sections 
producing the raw product has advanced euf- 
ficiently during the past ten years to give a 
glimpse of what may further be expected in 
the industrial. development of the south. 

An important industry yet to come, but 
which ts now being seriously discussed among 
progressive men is thread epinning. This in- 
dustry is now carried on almost exclusively in 
this country in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York and a few scattering 
mills in other northern sections. The thread 

get practically the entire sup- 

their raw material from _ the 

or long staple cotton grow- 

South Carolina,> Georgia and 

Florida, the only states in this country pro- 

ducing this superior staple. Of a crop of 98.- 

338 in 1899-1900 Georgia produced 60,888, 

Florida 29,607 and South Carolina 7,483.

While 

Egyptian cotton is imported it is not always 

to an extent to seriously affect the marketing 

of American long staple cotton. The thread 

makers look to the south’s flelds for their gup- 
plies. 

With no thread mills near the producing 
center of this cotton it 1s natural to presume 
in view of the tendency to locate mills as 
near as practicable to the raw materia] they 
use that thie industry will come to the at- 
tention of capitalists soon. This seems the 
more probable in view of the handsome earn- 
ings shown in the reports of thread companies 
lately, thereby revealing to the alert promoter 
@ most attractive field for investment. Recent 
cable reports from the J. & P. Coates Com- 
pany, for instance, indicate earnings of about 
60 per cent on what may be assumed as a 
liberal capitalization. The annual profits a 
year ago were £2,600,000. After the pay- 
ment of the 50 per cent dividend on the ordi- 
nary shares £350,000 was added to the or- 
dinary revenue, and £150,000 was laid aside 
to commence an insurance fund. This sum- 
meariges the operations of this company for 
three years:

Editor King, of the. Ro- 
chelle New Era, An- 
swers the Question “‘Is 
There Any Money in 
Eggs?” 


By John T. King. 
Written for The Constitution. 

In reply to this question I will say that 
there is but one answer—that being in the 
affirmative. 

Few people are aware of the fact that 
the poultry industry of the United States 
is one of the most important in this 
country, amoufiting to the grand total of 
$280,000,000 for the year 1899. Of this amount 
$144,000,000 was realized from the sale of 
eggs alone, showing that nearly $2 was 
spent for eggs for every man, woman 
and child in the United States. The cen- 
sus report for the same year shows that 
there were 233,000,000 chickens or about 
sixteen each for every family in the 
United States. This in itself is sufficient 
proof of the money in the business. This 
census report shows that there were 129,- 
000,000 dozen eggs sold, making an aver- 
age of six dozen eggs for each hen, which, 
at 12 1-2 cents per dozen, makes the in- 
come from each hen for eggs alone 7% 
cents. The above are authoritative fig- 
ures, taken from the United States cen- 
sus for 1900. ‘ 

To show that there is money in eggs 
in our own state and county we give the 
following data. furnished us by J. R.

‘Lacey, one of Wilcox’s best farmers: Mr. 
Lacey had forty hens and during 


last 
year sold 204 dozen eggs, realizing there- 
from $25.50, or 6 3-4 cents for each hen. 
In addition to this hw estimates that he 
used for home consumption 150 dozen. He 
says the total cost for.feed was only $2. 
as the waste about the house and barn 
were sufficient to keep the total numbeF 
ud. 

Thé average value of each chicken Is 
about 26 cents, from which, for eggs alone, 
is realized an average of 75 cents per 
year, 200 per cent profit. What other bus- 
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iness is there that will pay such a divi- 
dend? These are not isolated cases, but 
is the average, taken from official data, 

There is money in eges for the man who 
devotes his entire time to the poultry 
business, it is in the power of the 
farmers especially to raise chickens to 
the greatest adwWntage and profit, as the 
average farmer can feed from the waste 
about his place twenty-fivé to fifty hens. 
Every cent realized from the sale of eggs 
is then clear profit. 

The value of the cotton crop for 1899 - 
was about $375,000,000. The value of the 
corn crop was $629,000,000. The value of 
the wheat crop was $547,000,000. The value 
of the oat crop was $198,000,000. The 
value of the egg crop was $144,000,000. So 
we see that the egg, while a very small 
thing, is yet, when taken in the aggre- 
gate, one of our most important food 
products. d 

t is strange, but true, that two-thirds 
of the eggs shipped to Atlanta and other 
large markets are shipped from Tennes- 
see and North Carolina. I trust that the 
farmers of Georgia may soon realize the 
vast, easy and certain profits in this bus- 
iness and will devote more of their time 
attention to it.

HE visit of the eastern capitalists 

who are interested in the Chatta- 

nooga, Augusta and Charleston to 
Atlanta and to points along the line of 
the proposed road will result in what is 
regarded as one of the greatest railroad 
developments that has cecurred in Geor- 
gia in recent years. 

The gentlemen who are at the head of 
{his project mean to push it to completion 
at @ very early date. The contract @r 
the construction of the line between Au- 
gusta and Charleston has already been 
let. Three million dollars has been set 
aside for this purpose and work will com- 
mence at once. The surveys have al- 
ready deen made and a great part of the 
right of way secured. 

The company some years ago secured 
valuable terminal property in Augusta, 
which will be used by the new road as 
soon as it is put into operation. Thus 
they will escape the great expcnse which 
is usually entailed upon railroads enter- 
ing cities. It is understood that the com- 
pany already has an entry into Chares- 
ton while it will probably run into Athens 
cver the Seaboard’s tracks. 

Work on the line between Augusta and 
Athens will begin at quite an early date. 
Several routes for this line have been in- 
vestigated. The final survey which was 
completed over a year ago is said to be 
an admirable one. It will give a short 
line between Athens and Augusta, which 
can be constructed at a comparatively 
low degree of expense, while from an op- 
erating standpoint the road will be one 
of the cheapest reutes in Georgia. Near- 
ly the entire line runs on a ridge and as 
a result there will be Httle grading and 
few curves will be necessary.

The map shows also the pres- 
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peting routes. Augusta will be 8 miles 
nearer Atlanta than at present, while the 
distance between Augusta and Athens 
will be materially reduced. A new 
through line will be given to Washington, 
Ga.,.and that city will be put nearer, 
both to Atlanta and Augusta than by the 
present routes. 

The territory through which the Athens 
and Augusta line will run includes one 
of the richest sections of Georgia and 
one which is much deficient in railroad 
facilities. This line will pass through 
Clarke, Oglethorpe, Wilkes, McDuftie, 
Columbia and Richmond counties. 

The road is being financiered by a com- 
pany which is entirely distinct from the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway Company, but 
it is believed that the new line will be 
run in the interest of the Seaboard and 
finally controlled by it. 

For a number of years the Seaboarii 
has been following a consistent policy of 
extension. In addition to the lines which 
ihe company has bought, many feeders 
have been constructed. This is particu- 
larly true in Virginia, North Carolina ani 
Florida. Last year the Seaboard con- 
structed over 200 miles of such road. 

The line between Athens, Augusta and 
Charleston has been under consideration 
for several years and for some time it 
has been displayed on the Seaboard's 
maps. The. company at the head of it 
has now decided to begin cénstruction in 
the immediate future and it is quite prob- 
able that in a few months’ time the work 
will be well under way. 

It is understood that John Blair Mc- 
Afee, of- Philadelphia, will have charge 
of the corstruction of the road. Mr. Mc- 
Afee is one of the best known railroad 
contractors in the country and has had 
a wide experience in railroad buildisgs. 
Mr. McAfee is a member of the party now 
inspecting the routee The party was in 
Augusta yesterday and will go to 
Charleston today, after which the gentle- 
men compcsing it Will return to the east. 

That the new road will be a great fac- 
tor in the industrial development of this 
section all who know of it are sure.

Georgia: Whisky Maker Must Now Get 
Down To Hard Werk. 


JUDGE NEWMAN GIVES A TERM 


At Hard Labor in the Federal Prison 
Miles Crane Must Pay for Car- 
rying on an I[llict Dis- 
Sa tillery. 


Two vears in the Atlanta federal prison 
with hard labor written in the lines of 
the sentence is the punishment Judge 
Newman handed out to Miles Crane of 
Dawson county, vesterday morning. 

Crane’s face has been encountered more 
frequently in the Fulton county jail or 
in the corridors of the United States 
building than on the highways of his 
home county within the past four or five 
vears. In fact his days of liberty have 
been far fewer than have been his days 
of imprisonment. ' 

Not only among the courthouse of- 
ficials but among the people who live in 
Dawson county and that section of the 
state is Crane dubbed the king of moon- 
shiners. When a session of the court 
goes by without Crane showing his face 
about the building those who are con- 
versant with his mode of living charge 
his absence either to an inability of the 
deputy marshals to locate his plant or to 
a term he may then be serving in the 
Fulton county jail. Less than thirty 
days ago Judge Newman attached his 
name to an order releasing Crane from 
the jail where he was just completing 
a sentence of 60days for illicit distilling. 

Only a few days ago revenue officers 
located Crane in a secluded spot in 
the hills of Dawson turning out a good 
grade of corn juice. With a smile Crane 
gave in when the officers called him and 
with the ease and grace a dancing master 
shows as he walks upon the ball room 
floor, the prisoner yesterday morning en- 
tered the United States court room to 
face Judge Newman, whose words of 
warning still rang in his ears. The 
evidence was all against Crane. The 
judge realized that words of warning— 
sentences of advice—were no good with 
Crane, and looking over the desk, the 
judge quietly told Crane that he must 
serve two years in the federal) prison 
at Atlanta and at hard labor and pay 
a fine of $100. Crane comes from one 
of the best families in Dawson county. 
He is a man of means, not extensive, 
but enough to make him, wih care, 
attention and a limited amount of labor, 
independent. He has held more than 
one position of honor and trust. He 
never took any particular pains to secrete 
his penchant for convertng corn and ap- 
ples of his section into whiskies and 
brandies. Crane now has a brother serv- 
ing a term for the same offense in the 
prison at Nashville, whither he was sent 
@ year or so ago by Judge Newman.

RAILROAD AUTHORITIES

Architect Gilbert Writes Governor 
Candler That the Picns Will Be 
Ready the First of the 
We:k— Meeting To 
Be Called. 2 ¢ 


A meeting of the depot conimittee will 
be called by Governor Candler for Thurs- 
day or Friday of next week, and at that 
time the executive officers of the rail- 
roads entering Atlanta will be asked to 
be present to inspect the preliminary 
plans for a new passenger station on the 
state’s property as prepared by Archi- 
tect Bradford L. Gilbert. 

Governor Candler received a letter from 
Mr. Gilbert yesterday stating that+he 
would have the plans seady some time 
the first of the week. He told the gov- 
ernor that within a day or two he would 
notify him of the exact day at which he 
would be ready to submit them to the 
depot committee, so that the governor 


wil] probably know tomorrow or Satur- 
day just when the meeting of the depot 
committee can be called, 

From Mr. Gilbert's letter, however, it 
is practically certain that the meeting 
can be called for the latter part of next 
week, and Governor Candler said yester- 
day it would probably be held on Thurs- 
day or Friday. 

Mr. Glibert is still at work on the plans, 
but will bring them t2 Atlanta just as 
soon as they are completed. He is ex- 
pected here not later than the middle of 
the week. It \fis the desire of the com- 
mittee to have the work completed about 
April 1, and it appears that desire will be 
fulfilled. 

The railroad authorities are expected to 
ccme and inspect the plans, and the dis- 
cussion at next week’s meeting will final- 
ly determine the fate of Atlanta’s new 
depot. 

Mr. Gilbert is of the opinion that he will 
have plans showing that an adequate stae 
tion can be built on the state’s property, 
cne that will answer every purpose for 
twenty or perhaps forty years to com, 
The oaty question now is will the rail- 
1cads agree with him on this point? 

The coming meeting will be one fraught 
with great interest. for there is little 
dcubt that it wil! finally determine the 
fate of the depot proposition.

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SAYS THE SUPREME COURT 


| Act Is Constitutional and the Institution Will Open 
for Business on April 1-==Johnston Replies 
| to Glenn--=Political Gossip. 


HERE is no further doubt about the 
fact that Rome is to have a dispensary. 
| The supreme court decided the dispensary 
cases yesterday in favor of the dispen- 
sary people, declaring that not only was 
the act constitutional, but thet every 
step taken under it has been legal and 


valid. 

The Rome dispensary will, therefore, 
be opened ready for business on Tues- 
day next, April 1. That is the date fixed 
in the act and that is the date on which 
all of the barrooms in the Hill City 
must close their doors and cease doing 


business. 

Contracts have been made for a stock 
of liquors for the dispensary, and hence- 
forth that will be the only place where 
they can be purchased in Floyd county. 
These contracts were to be filled \as soon 
as the act was declared valid by the 
supreme court, and nn doubt the stock 
for the new Institution is now, in part 
at least, on its way to Rome. 

The supreme court rendered a quick 
decision in this case. In fact a auick 
decision was needed because of the fget 
that the act provided the dispensary plan 
should go into effect on April 1. The 
ease has been a hard fought one through- 
out. the anti-dispensary men exhausting 
every ‘legal possibility to prevent the 
dispensary from being established. Not- 
withstanding this stubborn fight, the dis- 
pensary people have won at every point 
both in the lower and higher courts. 
The only point where the decision seemed 
in any way adverse was when Judge 
W. M. Henry enjoined the city of Rome 
and the county of Fleyd from contracting 
any indebtedness in connection with the 
dispensary. That was prohibited because 
it #s unconstitutional, but the dispensary 
commissioners may contract all the 
debts they like and they alone are re- 
sponsible for their payment. 

There were three different petitions for 
fnjunction pending Séfore the supreme 
court in this case, but they were con- 
solidated by agreement, and the court’s 
decision covers them all. It is held by 
the court that the election and the action 
of the ordinary in declaring the result 
were legal. Since the act does not per- 
mit the city of Rome nor the county 
of Floyd to incur any tndebtedness, it 
does not violate the constitutional pro- 
visions on that point. It is also held 
that the act does not violate the can- 
stitution because it takes away from the 
city authorities the power to issue licenses 
to sell liquors. Mere irregularities in 
the conduct of the election, the court 
holds, do not vitiate the election. 

Reports from Rome state that the dis- 
pensary people were jubilant yesterday 
when the news of the court’s action 
reached the Hill City by wire. The pass- 
age of the act is dye almost wholly to 
Hon. Seaborn Wright, of Floyd, who in- 
troduced it in the legislature, and cham- 
pioned its cause to the end.

Finance Committee Sets Aside $2,500 
for the Work. 


SCHOOLS ASK FOR MONEY 


Park Board Wants the Cyclorama 
Receipcs Expended onth e Zoo. 
W. D. Green Is Reelected 
City Collector cf Street 
Improvements. 


During a meeting of the city finance 
committee yesterday it was agreed to set 


the streets in the center of town. It was 
estimated that this work would cost all 
of $5,000, but the ccmmittee could not see 
its way clear to pass up more than half 
of that amount. At the next meeting of 
counci # the recommendation of _ the 
finan #committee that this money be ap- 
propriated for street r2pair work will 
come up for acticn. 

Hoke Smith, president of the board of 
education, appeared before the committee 
asking that more money be appropriated 
for the use of the schcols. When the 
January apportionment sheet was pre- 
pared $150,000 was set aside for teachers’ 
Salaries and Mr. Smith said fully $5,900 
more was needed to pay teachers. He 
also declared that another scnool house 
was needed. If built. it Woule be in the 
third ward. Further, Mr. Smith explained 
that at least $4,000 was needed for ;re- 
pairs and extra rooms for some of the 
schools. 

Wants Zoo Kept Up. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers. chairman of the 
board of park commissioners, also ap- 
peared before the committee. He pro- 


missions to the cyclorama at Grant park 
be credited to the zoo account and that 
the park board be auttorized to expend 
the money in keeping up the menagerie. 
He declared that when Mr. Gress pre- 
sented the city with the animals the city 
agreed to keep the zoo in good condition. 
He s:emed to think the city had been 
somewhat lax in the matter. 

Colonel Moyers stated that if given the 
proper funds the zoo could be _ well 
stocked with animals and might, in a 
ccmparatively short time, be made self- 
sustaining. He called attention to the 
zvos in other large cities. where many 
fine animals weré bred and sold to ad- 
vantage. The returns from the cyclorama 
amount yearly to about $3,500. 

The only matter acted upon was that of 
repairing the streets. The other ques- 
ticns brought up by Mr. Smith and Colo- 
nel Moyers will doubtless be taken up 
later when the June apportionment sheet 
is in course of preparation. 

W. D. Green Reelected. 

W. D. Green, who for the past year nas 
been city collector of street improve- 
ments, was reelected by the finance com- 
mittee. His election came oes a surprise 
-to all but members of the committee, as 
it was not generally known that his term 
of office was about to expire. He had no 
opposition and his election was unani- 
mous. 

He was elected street improvement col- 
lector about this time last year. There 
were several other candidates for the 
place. Members of last year’s finance 
committee wanted to reduce the salary of 
the collector from $100 a month to $75, and 
although the matter was taken up in 
council, the ordinance regulating the col- 
lector’s pay was never changed and he 
continued, as a conse? @nce, to receive 
compengation for his work at the rate of 
$1,200 a vear. 

He will continue to get $100 a month. 
Since his election in 1901 he has been re- 
quired to do extra work and the present 
finance con mittee consideged his services 
were worth, at least that amount. His 
work during the past twelve menths has 
been pronounced very satisfactory by the 
members of the committee. 


SCHOOL BOARD MEETS TODAY

sum at Boys High School May 
Be Settled.

Walthour-Rutz Meet Prmises 
a Very Lively 
Finish. 


BOTH MEN IN GOOD 


Rutz Will Have a Slight Handicap 
by Taking Advantage of the 
New Rules Allowing the 
Seat To Be Moved 
Back. 


Everything is ready at the Coliseum for 
the motor-paced race tonight. “Plunger 
Bill” Rutz, the opponent of Bobbie Wal- 
thour, completed his preparations yester- 
day, as did also Walthour, whose work 
was of the best seen at the Coliseum. 
Tonight’s race promises to be the fast- 
est seen yet, inasmuch as Rutz is the 
holder of the world’s 5-mile indoor rec- 
ord. Whether that record will be ap- 
proached remains to be seen when the 
race comes off. There are, of course, 4 
number of circumstances which make it 
probable that there will be fast riding. 
Rutz is a good performer in_ public 
and Walthour knows full well that 
speed of the fastest sort is essential to 
his victory. Both riders displayed such 
form yesterday as to make it appear 
certain that some sharp work will come 
off and neither is taking any chances. 
The ‘“‘White Ghost,” the machine which 
is to pace Rutz, was yesterday com- 
pletely overhauled and cleaned by Chauf- 
feur Bennett, who believes that he has 
now a perfect pacing machine. On the 
“White Ghost” Bennett will’ sit even 
with the rear tire, as is allowed by the 
new racing rules.. This will give the 
New Haven man some little advantage, 
as the pacing machine which Walthour 
follows has the seat but a little back 
of the hub. In addition to the great 
paced race, Manager Prince has de- 
cided to put on a handicap race of @ 
mile for professional sprinters and some 
very interesting contests are suTe to 
be seen in the heats and finals. 

Manager Prince returned from Savan- 
nah yesterday with news which aroused 
the riders now here to the highest pitch 
of excitement. While not definitely de- 
cided upon it is fairly certain that there 
will be an out-of-door 8-lap track at 
Savannah of 8 laps to the mile and that 
this track will be completed early in 
April. 

Bobbie Walthour said yesterday that 
Manager Howe,. of Charles River park, 
Qambridge, Mass., was insisting upon 
his coming to Boston to ride on April 
19, but that he would remain in the south 
and not take the risk of a trip north 
until the weather was more settled 
there.

Simmons, C. J.—l. 
cember |i, 1901, ‘‘to provide for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a dispensary in 
the city of Rome,”’ etc., required only & ma- 
jority of the votes actually cast at the election 
therein provided for, to be in favor of the es- 
tablishment of the dispensary, in order to put 
that act in operation. 

2. An order passed by the ordinary, certi- 
fying. that,..from.the returns of the election 
held in pursugnce of this act, ‘* ‘For Dispen- 
sary’ received 1,459 votes; ‘Against Dispen- 
sary” recuived 1,190 votes,’’ substantially com- 
plied with the requirement in the thirteenth 
section of the act, that the ordinary shall de- 
clare the result of the election; and the effect 
- s-ch an order was to put the act in opera- 
tion. 

3. Since under the provisions of this act 
neither the city of Rome nor the county of 
Floyd can incur any debt .or liability, the 
act does not violate any of the cunstitutional 
provisions embraced in sections 589i and 
5893 cf the civil code. 

4. This act does not, because it prohibits the 
sale of spirituous, malt, vinous, and other in- 
toxicating liquors ‘‘otherwise than by said 
@ispensary,'’ and as a™consequence deprives 
the municipal authorities of that city of their 
pre-existing power to grant licenses for the 
sale of such lI‘quor, violate any of the con- 
etitut'onal provisicns embraced in_ sections 
£732. 5771 and $778 of the civil code. 

5. Mere irregularities in the conduct of elec- 

tion officials will not vitiate an election, un- 
less it «ppears affirmatively that ‘‘the result 
is different from what it would have been had 
there been proper compliance.’’ Allegatians 
designed to complain of such irregularitics 
rhould distinctly. set forth specific facts, and 
rot -nere gonersl conclusions. 
‘6. Every question of any material conse- 
quence arising in these three cases is disposed 
of either by the rulings announced above or 
by decisions of this court heretofore rendered 
in other cases.

“It is proper that you should know my 
general attitude es a candidate before 
you pledge your electoral action for or 
against me. I have no hesitancy in telling 
you trankly where I stand as to public 
yuestions, 

“But, first. I wish to forestall any effort 
to misrepresent my purposes. In this 
matter 1 am not putting myself forth as 
‘a disturber of the peace,’ to assai] every- 
thing in life and the laws that do not 
eccord with my persona) tastes. With ex- 
perience in affairs and ripening years I 
trust I have learned the wisdom of or- 
aerly and equitable conservatism. My am- 
bition, therefore, ag one of your repre- 
sentatives would be to build up, conserve 
and improve those things in our social 


und political system which necessity and-> 


experience have approved. No cne is au- 
thorized to expect from me as your trust- 
ed servant any merely factious, spectacu- 
lar or sensational performances. If hon- 
ored by you I will endeavor to represent 
the best interests of all the people in city 
and county, irrespective of classes, and 
to the benefit of this great capital of the 
state.

have an adequate ard reliable military 
force for such eccasions. 

“Equality of taxation is a fundamental 
democratic principle and I believe in-it 
ir all its integrity. 

“Our growing industries in arts and 
manufactures require the sincerest re- 
gard for the lavful rights of labor. I 
have always favored legislation to safe- 
guard the interests of working people 
everywhere. 

“If I have ever had a heart-beat that 
was not loyal to the honor and necess!- 
ties of our confederate veterans I do not 
know it.

W. R. Wells Sentenced To Death on 
the Gallows, 


APRIL 22 DATE OF ELE-TION 


Iliness of State’s Witness Causes 
Postponement of Monnish Case. 
Criminal Court Adjourns 
Until Next Tues- 


day. 


W. R. Welle, the slayer of Frederick 
Pearse. a blind man, was y>2sterday con- 
cdemned to death on the gallows as the 
penalty for pis crime. Judge John 5S. 
Candler, before whom the case was tried 
in the criminal superior cour‘, sel>cted 
Tvesday, April 22, as the date for the 
execution. 

The case wes tried Tuesday and a V-r- 
dict of g’ulty was reached Tuesday night. 
after the jury had deliberated on the evi- 
dence* for cne hour. The verdict was 
sealed and was announced drectly after 
the convening of court yesterday morning 
at 8.30 o'clock. We'ls heard the words 
coolly ard calmly. 

Aft:r reading of the verdict, the death 
sentence was pronounc™] by Judge Cand- 
ler, as follows: 

“This is a cause thet does not require 
corament. Tho defendant has been tried 
fairly anc has been ably defended. The 
jury was earefi'ly irstructed as to their 
authority to 1re¢ommend the defendant to 
mercy if they saw fit, and this they have 
declined to do. He and all others ought 
to understand that the jury is not re- 
sponsible for his execution ard that the 
court is not responsible. It is the law. 
The jury and court but pronounce the 
sentence of the law wpon one who unlaw- 
fully and with mahce took the life of 
his fellow-man. 

“The lesson of this scene is that men 
must control their passions and their ap- 
petites, or suffer such peralti-s as must 
now be imposed upon this defendant. This 
is always a painful duty. but one from 
which there is no escape, however sad .t 
may be, 

“Whercupon, it 1s ordered and adjudged 
that the defendant, W. R. Wells, be 
taker from the bar of this court to the 
jail of Fulton county, and be there safely 
kept until Tuesday, the 22d day of April, 
1h, when, b2tween the hours of 12 m., 
and 1 p. m., he be hanged by the neck un- 
til he is deac. And may God have mercy 
cn his soul.’’ 

The sentence prevides that the execu- 
ition be strictly private. Wells was rep- 
resented by Attorneys W. W. Hzden and 
hk. O. Lovett. It is expected that they 
will appeal for a new trial within a few 
days and make every effort to save their 
chent from the nicezge. 

Monnish Case Postponed. 

The case against Dr. and Mrs. W. A. 
Monnish, charged with a felony, was 
called for fria? pefore Judge Joun 8. 
Candier, in the criminal superior cour-, 
vesterday afternoon, but after the jury 
had been secured was postponed until 
n.xt Wednesday. The ccntinuance was 
rendered necessary owing to the illness 
of Maggie Wooten, the young Savannah 
woman who is the princir@! witness for 
the state. 

The woman came to the court house 
and waited in the office of Solicitor Char- 
lie Hill for the cas2 to be cailed. The 
work of securing a jury was begun and 
shortly, after 2 o’clock twelve men had 
been chosen, They were ready to — be 
sworr in, when Solicitor Hill announced 
that the Wooten woman was too ill to 
testify. 

Judge Candler then instructed Dr. T. 
V. Hubbard to go into the s»lititor’s of- 
fice and make an examination, which 
he did. A few minutes later he returned 
with the information that th: woman was 
not in cond. tion to go on the scand. Judge 
CanGgler then adjourned the cause until 
rext Wednesday morning. The jury al- 
ready empanelled was discherged and an- 
other jury will have to be drawn 

Five Years for Manslaughter. 
Jesse Boynton, a negro, was tried yes- 
terday morning on the charge ‘of murder 
end was convicted of voluntary man- 
slaughter. Judge Candler sentenced him 
to a term of five years in che peniten- 
tiery. 

Boynton is charged with killing Mose 
Greer, another negro, a short time agu 
at the Swift fertilizer works. Boynton 
was represented by Attorneys Aldine 
Chambers and W. W. Futrell. An ap- 
peal for a new trial will be made.

which have been growing less every day this 
situation is likely to continue indefinitely, and 
we need look for no larger receipts of wheat 
until we Have some definite information as to 
how tee growing crop will ultimately turn out. 

The work of spring seeding has been brought 
also.to a complete standstill by the sudden 
freeze which stopped the growth of the winter 
wheat and practically nothing has been done 
in that line the present week. Seeding of either 
spring wheat or oats is not late yet. Early 
seeding is not particularly beneficial in the 
long run, for we very often get caught as we 
are today and the grain is a great deal better 
in the bag in the barn than in the ground. 

So far the seuson is just an ordinary normal 
year and the ruling element that we are start- 
ing out with is drier conditions than waé ex- 
perienced a year ago. Another very potent 
factor in the crop situation is the smallness 
of reserves of all kinds’ of coarse grains, and 
daily growing less and with no possibility of 
a change for four mé6nthe at least,‘ oats be- 
ing the first grain that we shall handle. High 
prices of oats have caused farmers to sell 
very closely. We are now feeding more oats 
than at any time during the whole year, and 
thie condition of things will continue during 
the growing season. 

So far our spring country trade has been 
good. Stocks in the interior, of merchandise 
of al] kinds have been sold very freely ,during 
the past winter, and the city !s now overflow- 
ing with country buyers, all bringing in to a 
more or lesS.extent reporte of excellent coun- 
try trade.
